' 3. CARBOHYDRATE submitted a report concerning the SSD Teeuenbrletzen (which has

k. 0~ SI recently approached CARBOHYDRATE with a story (from a Hits rbii ter) con- 
cerning activities of the FDJ in the vicinity of Klein Mac know. Allegedly six trucks 
filled with FDJers were observed driving at an accelrated rate up to the border into 
West Berlin, and just prior to hitting the barricade, the brakes would be applied and 
the truck/ would swing off parallel to the border. The M/A felt that they might be 
practicing what might later be an operation to drive into West Berlin, seise documents 
and 'persons at a target like CADROIT And then return quickly to Eastern Germany. C- J 
seated to CARBOHYDRATE that even though the story was somewhat fantastic, it did bring 
up a point worthy of study and that was the consolidation of the Limas trasse and Lindsn- 
tl^alerailee buildings, specifically, releasing the latter and constructing a barracks 
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adjoining the Limastrasse building. C L3 had made a rough estimate that the barracks 
would be paid for in approximately two years at the rate of rental which would be saved 
by releasing the Lindenthaler address. The consolidation would improve security and 
would ease some of the administrative problems connected with maintaining the two 

buildings. A barracks costs approximately DMW 20,000 (DMW 15,000 for .the building and

the remainder for nesessary improvements such as lighting, partition^, safeguards, etc) 
CARBOHYDRATE was instructed to discuss the matter of the barracks ^witta FrBhllch and 


determine its feasibility. 

5. CARBOHYDRATE raised the o A ueation of how to inform co-workers of the discon- 
tinuation of letter drops, particularly if the letter drop has been dropped because 
of possible compromise. After discussing the matter, C. was advised by the undersigned 
to inrtitute a system whereby each co-worker will be informed of suph discontinuation 
by means of an innoxuous letter containing a key phrase. The receipt of such a letter 
will indicate to the co-worker that he is not to write to the addrefss formerly used

by him and will not write until he has had the opportunity to come to West v erlin and

receive a new address. 

6. CARBOHYDRATE brought a copy of a co-worker declaration shefet which is to be 

signed by all C ADROIT co-workers to indicate that they have no connection with other 
organisations. (Note: This form was initiated by C ^following a long discussion 

of the subject between himself and the undersigned.)

7. To explore the possibility of obtaining a closer working Relationship between 

CARBOHYDRATE and CL Llwith more mutual respect in their Joint relaitloehip, the under- 
signed brought ap the matter of joint meetings between the undersigned, CL LU end C. 
CARBOHYDRATE looked upon the suggestion with considerable favor and the undersigned 
stated that he would give the matter serious consideration. (Note: If subsequent dis- 

cussions with Ladell also indicate acceptance of tihe suggestion in principle, it is 
contemplated that such meetings will be held approximately ionce or twice each month)
